Weeps On Front Porch, Then 


Goes To Barn And 


Commits Suicide. 


Worry over a grocery bill of 


about $15 which he 
owed was 


blamed for the suicide of Hezekiah 
Sterner, aged 80 years, whose body 
was found on a small pile of hay 
In the loft of a barn at his home 
along the—Westminster road—about- 
three and one-half miles south of 
Hanover Tuesday noon. 


Sterner, according to information 


given Dr. L. U. Zech, York county 
coroner, was worrying during the 
morning about the bill and for 
awhile sat upon the front porch of 
Ms home crying. A short time later 
a shot was heated and his wife, 
investigating, found- his body in the 
tarn. A 12-gauge shotgun, with its 
single shell discharged, was lying 
across the body, the coroner was 
told. 


Dr. G. H. Jordy, Frederick street, 


Hanover, was summoned to the 
home and could do no more than 
pronounce the man dead. The cor- 
oner was notified immediately and 
•went to Hanover. Accompanied by 
, Doctor Jordy, he went to the Ster- 
ner farm and after an investigation 
gave permission for removal of the 
body to the undertaking establish- 
ment of W. A. Feiser, Hanover. 
Death, Doctor Zech, determined, 
resulted from a self-inflicted gun- 
shot wound. The top of the man's 
head had been blown off by the 
shot. 
He apparently 
had been 


sitting-on the-hay mow-and pulled 
the trigger with a finger of his right 
hand. 


Mr. Sterner had been a mason by 


trade. He was a member of St 
Bartholomew's Lutheran congrega- 
tion. He is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Amanda Sterner, an adopted 
daughter, Emma, and one brother, 
Naoh Sterner, Hanover.

When asked about the apple 


crop for 1932, M. E. Knouse, pres- 
ident and general manager of the 
corporation, said he expected an 
exceptional crop. Mr. Knouse 
also believes there will be a bump- 
er peach crop this year. 
During the busy winter months 


there are 150 employes engaged in 
packing 35,000 bushels of apples 
every day. "When the company was 
organized in 1925, the average out- 
put in cases per day was 200 Now 
the factory can handle 2,400 cases- 
daily. 


In the average vear, the Adams 


county concern packs 450 cars of 
fruit. To carry on its operations, 
the corporation uses 50 cars of metal 
containers, 12 cars of fiber boxes 
and 15 cars of glassware annually

Reading. July 13 (AP)—The Rev 
Dr. Warren Floyd Teel, president 
of Albright college, 
died Tuesday 
night. 
He had been ill for several 
months but until noon Tuesday was 
believed to be recovering. 
He was 
64 years old. 
Dr. Teel was born at Martins 
Creek in Northampton county. 
At the annual meeting of the 
East Pennsylvania conference of the 
Evangelical association held at Nor­ 
ristown in 
February, 1901, Doctor 
Teel was eletced to the principal- 
ship of Schuylkill seminary. When 
Doctor Teel took charge only seven 
students were enrolled. 
Leading tile campaign for funds 
to install the seminary, Doctor Teel 
obtained $10,000 from business men 
and the following September the 
seminary opened. 
Its roster grew 
steadily. 
In 1906. the enrollment 
was 120 and twenty of these were 
graduated. An endowment of $50,- 
000 obtained that 
year by Doctor 
Teel (bided greatly in remodeling O’ I 
portions of the buildings. 
» 
With the merger of the Evangeli­ 
cal and United Evangelical church­ 
es in 1929, Schuylkill and Albright, 
then located at Myerstown, were 
united and the property a t Myers­ 
town 
vacated. 
Doctor 
Teel was 
named president of the merged col­ 
lege, several 
new buildings 
were 
added and the endowment increased 
to a million. The college this year 
has 500 students.

Montgomery, Ala. (AP)—Teachers 
in public schools of Montgomery 
city and county system s will not 
teach for half-pay next year. 
They are willing to teach "as long 
as tile money holds out” and quit, 
but rebelled at the proposal of the 
board of education th a t they sign 
contracts for next year which would 
guarantee only h alf their present 
salaries. 
The plan was offered teachers at 
a mass meeting by school officials, 
who asserted th a t the school fund 
available for the next term would 
not be more than about 50 per cent 
of present costs.

May Accidents 7.2 Per Cent 
More Than April But Less 
Than Last Year. 


A general increase in m otor ve 
h id e accidents, fatalities and 
in­ 
juries is reported by th e bureau of 
highway patrol and safety for May 
as compared 
with 
April. A sub­ 
stantial decrease is apparent when 
a comparison is 
m ade w ith 
May, 
1931. 
M otorists reported 3,108 accidents 
last month. Total accidents for the 
first five m onths of 1932 is 15,458 
May accidents were 7.2 per 
cent 
more th an in April, but 16 per cent 
less than in May, 1931. 
Fatalities 
last m onth were 141. T here were 
3,179 non-fatal injuries. 
These fig­ 
ures are 8.4 per cent and .5 per cent 
less than in May, 1931. 
Operators were accused of violat­ 
ing the law in 53 per cent of the 
accidents with 76 per cent in May, 
1931. Excessive speed was given as 
the cause of 570 accidents or 18.3 
per cent of the total. This is an 
increase of 3 per cent over May, 
1931. 
Rise In D eaths 
The total of persons killed thus 
far this year is 724 or 2.5 per cent 
m ore than reported in th e first five 
months of. 1931. 
N on-fatal injuries 
since January I, num ber 14.230 or 
a 2.4 per cent increase over the 
same period last year. 
A gradual 
reduction is shown in the percent­ 
age of increase in fatalities since 
M arch. 1932, when fatalities were 
14 per cent more th an during the 
previous three-m onths period. 
Collisions 
involving 
motor 
ve­ 
hicles and bicycles increased 17 per 
cent last m onth as com pared with 
May, 1931. There were 34 such ac­ 
cidents reported. 
T here were 1,695 
collisions between two or more mo­ 
to r vehicles or 20 6 per cent less 
than in May, 1931. 
Collisions with 
street cars totaled 48 or 40 per cent 
less than in the sam e m onth last 
year.

New York (AP)—A new industry— 
"cold mining," which produces ice 
from wells 3,000 feet deep—is begin­ 
ning in the American southwest. 
The ice is solid carbon dioxide, 109 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit. Dis­ 
covery of this gas in m any places 
and adventures in drilling are re­ 
ported in Mining <St Metallurgy, the 
scientific Journal of th e American 
Institute of Mining and M etallurgi­ 
cal Engineers. 
The strangest p a rt of all is th a t 
there is no ice in the ground, nor 
is the gay Itself even cold. Its tem ­ 
perature—"when 
not 
flowing"—is 
about 60 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Ex pans ion Produces Cold 
But "when flowing” is an entire­ 
ly different story. For then the flow 
is due to expansion from enormous 
compression deep in the ground, and 
this expansion 
produces sub-zero 
| cold. 
One mine is nam ed the "ice 
I cream well” because of the creamy 
; ice which forms from expanding gas 
1 at its mouth. 
All these carbon dioxide wells are 
found in the "domes" or the "an ti­ 
clines" of oil fields. T hey have been 
located in Carbonera dome, western 
Colorado; Harley dome, near W est­ 
w a y , Utah, and also in the same 
j state in the lariat Chance, the Willow 
* Springs and the Farnham struc- 
; tares. They are found in the Wagon 
j Mound area in New Mexico, and in 
large quantities near Tampico, Mex- 
i leo. 
One commercial well is Ifl opera­ 
tion near Price, U tah. 
Another is 
under construction in western Colo­ 
rado 
The U tah well yields 98 per 
cent pure carbon dioxide. 
It is 
purified in absorbing towers and 
compressed three times, finally be­ 
coming a liquid 
This liquid is sprayed through 
nozzles. 
Part of tile spray expands 
into gas, thereby producing addi­ 
tional cold th a t solidifies tile rest 
of the spray into snow. 
Hydraulic 
presses squeeze the snow into com- 
■ mercial size ice cakes. 
These are 
I stored in an insulated pit under­ 
ground.

.At th a t tim e neither was in a 
mood to m ake a new attem pt.

“We have been able, too, to m ini­ 
mize possibility of a broken th e r­ 
m om eter, to combat the h eat de­ 
veloped in the gondola by the bright 
sunshine of the upper air and to 
arrange to keep an autom atic rec­ 
ord of the changing influence of the 
cosmic rays during our ascent. 
"The mishaps which beset us be­ 
fore are impossible. I believe, on 
th is second ascent.

Expansion Produces Cold 


But "when flowing" is an entire- 


For then the flow 
is due to expansion from enormous 
compression deep in the ground, and 
this expansion produces sub-zero 
cold. One mine is named the "ice 
cream well" because of the creamy 
ice which forms from expanding gas 
at its mouth.
